Interesting Session of the Upper 
Chamber, 


Senator Hill Defines His 
Position | 


And Offers Some Views as to 
Bimetallism. 


The Vice-President’s Opinion Anxiously 
Sought—More Talk of a Compromise— 
intimation Concerning Secre- 
tary Carlisle. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.) There is. consider- 
able anxiety in Congress regarding 


Vice-President Stevenson's views on 
the pending silver legislation, espe- 
cially as, according to the recent can- 
vass, it appears that if the three ap- 
pointed Senators from thea silver 
States are allowed to take seats, the 
Senate will be tied, and the Vice- 
President would have the casting vote. 
Beyond expressing the belief that the 
session would be protracted, the Vice- 
President refuses to talk. It is urged 
that he, being a member of the ad- 
ministration, will vote for the admin- 
istration measure, as a ‘matter of 
course. 


There is a good deal of compromise 
talk at present. It is said that the 
steering committee made a formal of- 
fer to the silver men for the passagv 
of the repeal bill, accompanied by a 
law directing the purchase of $300,- 
000,000 ounces of silver at a specified 
time, all purchases to close there- 
after. The silver men have the mat- 
ter under consideration. There is 
much hostility in, the Senate to the 
bill to increase the circulation of the 
national banks to the par value of the 
bonds deposited. It is not thought it 
will ever reach a vote. 

The chief interest in the Senate to- 
day centered In the speech of Senator 
Hill, who defined his position on the 
financial question in an address nearly 
two hour® long. Almost every mem- 
ber of the Senate was in his seat and 
an attentive listener, and many mem- 
bers of the Howse crowded over to 
hear the distinguished Senator. — 

The phrase, “I am a Democrat,” 
which has now become proverbial, was 
recalled today by his forcible declara- 
tion on the financial question, when, 
as usual, he epitomized his silver 
views in a single sentence. “I am a 
bimetallist,”’ said he; “I do not believe 
in a single gold standard or a single 
silver standard, but I do believe in the 
use of both gold and silver.as the 
standard of the country, and in their 
free coinage in our midst at a proper 
ratio, and without discrimination in 
favor of one or the other.”’ 

The chief surprise of the speech was 
the position he assumed minimizing the 
importance of the revision of the coin- 
age ratio, and his suggestion that in- 
ternational bimetallism might be sought 
by holding out an inducement to the 
Latin Union countries to recoin at a 
profit rather than ata loss, gave greater 
satisfaction to the Western free coin- 
age people than even the most sanguine 
had expected from his argument. 

There was a dead silence in the Sen- 
ate when the speaker referred to the 
Statements that President Cleveland 
was attempting to lead the country to 
monometallism, and made his comment 
thereon, concluding with his defiance to 
Presidential domination. “I shall re- 
fuse,”’ said he, “to follow in the foot- 
steps of any administration that seems 
to place the Democratic party in a 
false position; that seeks to lead it 
away from Democratic principles and 
platforms, and into the very camp of 
the enemy. The President must rely 
upon Republican votes to carry ou 
any such suicidal policy.” . 

Democratic Senators here looked 
gloomy and tnhappy, but a smile of 
amused satisfaction covered the faces 
of the Republicans. 

The debate on the silver question will 
close in the House tomorrow. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 253.—(By the 


Associated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Vest sent to the clerk’s desk and had

Indeperident free bimetallic 
coinage in the United States was not 
consistent with the counsels of mone- 
tary scienca While repeal would not 
bring parity, it would facilitate it by 
bringing that néw-fangled monetary 
theory, gold monometalliem, begotten 
in the embraces of ignorance with 
rapacity, at last to an unequivocal test. 
The permanent remedy for our finan- 
cial “difficulty Was to return to the 
bimetallism that existed prior to 1873. 

Senator Hill favored the increase of 
the national bank circulation as pro- 
posed in the pend nz bill, and continu- 
ing, he said he recarded the question 
of ratio as not timely and as of the 
least consequerice, but, if changed at 
all, it should not be enlarged but dil- 
minished to 16%, the Latin Union rato. 
He would refuse to follow in the foot- 
steps of any admin'stration that sougat 
to place thé hemocratic party in a 
false position and lead it into the 
very camp of the enemy. The Prest- 
dent must rely upon Republican votes 
to carry out any such suicidal policy. 
He did not Bélfeve. however, that any 
¢uch course. Would be taken by the 
President by his,own voltion or even 
under the inspiration of indiscreet ad- 
visers until clearer evidence shall be 
furnished than now exists. 

The Senator then said that the tém- 
norary relief which the country needs 
it this hour is the prompt repeal of 


the Sherman iaw. “We can  dis- 
ouss our monetary theories after- 
ward,” said he. “Our duty now is 


to stop further silver purchases and 
relieve the almost bankrupt  treas- 
ury from thé drain of gold out of its 
vaults. Let us legislate upon the 
financial question and then return to 
our homés. At the regular session, 
Wwe can resume con- 
sideration of the establishment of the 
permanent fihancial system required 
by the necessities of our great and 
growing country. — 

“The goal for which the country 
should st Diy strive is first, an in- 
ternational agreement with 
at Teast a few of the leading nations, 
ahd that is absolutely impossible of 
achievement at present; then, inde- 
pendent bimetallism at the first 
moment when the condition of our 
finances and the conditions abroad 
will safély warrant 

Referring to the tariff, the speaker 
said: ‘‘The Democratic party is pledged 
to tariff reform, and it must redeem 
its pledges, come what may. The 
people perfectly understood the ques- 
tion, last fall, and they voted with 
their eyes wide open. Our course is 
onward and we shall not retreat.’’ 

In conclusion, Senator Hill said: “No 
one, be he a Democrat or a Repub- 
lican or a Populist should be deterred 
from voting for this bill simply be- 
cause it is hailed as an administra- 
tion measure. That furnishes no 
argument either for or against it. 
Mr. President, this bill is going‘ to 
pass the Senate! I believe it. I pre- 
dict ' it, There will be no filibuster- 
ing upon such a subject as this. Let 
our business men, who are laboring 
under fearful burdens and against 
great obstacles and embarrassments, 
take courage at the prospect. The 
present clouds of adversity, which so 
heavily overhang these dark and 
gloomy days, will soom pass away 
and relief will surely come.” 

Senator Hill closed his speech at 
2:15 o’clock. There was some slight 
applause, which was restrained by the 
Vice-President. AS foon order 
restored, Senator Stewart took the 
floor and addressed the Senate. He 
declared the bill of the Finance Com- 
mittee was a bill, practically, to de- 
monetize silver. No man should be 
deceived: on.that point. The promise 
in the bill was an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the American people. The 
people, he said, had come to the 
forks of the road, where they had 
either to use their Own money or sub- 
mit to a system of extortion through 
The Sherman act had 
not been executed according to its 
spirit. If it had béen, it might have 
dene good. It certainly would not 
have done harm. All that had been 
done under it had been the issue of 
$140,000,000 of legal-tender notes, which 
bad done much to sustain the busi- 
ness of the country. Without that, a 
panié would have happened long be- 
fore. 

At the suggestion of Senator Vance, 
unanimous consent was given that 
the vote on the Lee Mantle case shall 
be taken at 2 p.m. On Monday next. 

The House joint resolution, extend- 
ing to the territory of the Cherokee 
Outlet the provisions of the act of May 
14, 1890, in regard to township en- 
tries, was taken up and explained. 
An amendment was rejected, and the 
joint resolution passed just as it came 
from the House. 

After a short executive session, the 
Senate adjourned until Monday. 

HQUSE.—The first unpleasantness

Representative Bland of 
Missouri objected to this, but, after 
some debate, the Speaker acceded to 
the request. 

Representative Pendleton of Texas, 
and Bowers of California, gpoke in 
favor of free coinage, and Dockery of 
Missouri, and Moon of Michigan for 
bimetallism. Representative Cobb of 
Alabama opposed unconditional repeal. 
Representative Burrows of Michigan 
advocated repeal and opposed free 
coinage. He laid the blame for the 
present financial distress at the door 
of the Democratic party, saying the 
financial distress was the regult of the 
fears of manufacturers regarding 
tariff legislation. He contrasted the

A Jury Declares Him Innocent 
of Murder.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. .25.—(Ry the 
Associated Press.) Arguments in the 
Curtis murder trial were finished this 
morning, and the case was given to the 
jury at noon. At 1 o'clock they re- 
ported that they were unable to agree, 
and were sent back for further deliber- 
ation. 


They returned a verdict of acquittal 
shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
On the first ballot, they stgod 9 to 3 for 
acquittal. This was the third trial of 
Curtis, the jury in the first two trials 
having disagreed. 

HISTORY OF THE “CASE. 

The crime for which Curtis was 
tried, for the third time, was the mur- 
der of an old and~ popular police- 
man named Alexander Grant, on 
September 10, 1891. The officer was 
found dead at 10 o'clock in the even- 
ing, near the. corner of Fifth and 
Folsom stfeets,-in the very heart of 
the city. Curtis was at once ar- 
rested, as he was running from the 
body, and the officer's police nippers 
were found clasped on the prisoner's 
wrist. A number of persons were in 
the vicinity at the time of the shots, 
and a revolver, supposed to belong to 
Curtis or Sam'l of Posen, Was found 
in the sand near the corpse, The 
theory of the prosecution in every 
trial was that Curtis had en ar- 
rested for some offense committed 
while drunk, and that rather than be 
disgraced, he reached to his hip pocket 
for a revolver, with his left hand, and 
killed Grant. In support of this theory 
a number of persons who heard the 
quarrel, preceding the three shots, 
and who saw the flashes, were pro- 
duced. Some were looking from win- 
dows, and others were on their way 
home from theaters. These positively 
swore there were but two men in the 
quarrel. 

The defense’s theory from the outset 
Was that the crime was committed 
by a mystertous third person, to the 
defendant, unknown, but who was ar- 
rested with Curtis. Two reputable 
ladies on their way home from a 
theater, corroburated by a teamster, 
who was looking from a second-story 
window, swore that there were three 
persons in the auarrel, and that one, 
not Curtis, said, ‘“‘Let me alone: I've 
done nothing!’ after which shots were 
heard, and he ran past the two 
ladies, to the northward, a direction 
opposite that taken by Curtis. 

At the first trial the jury disagreed, 
and, when the second trial was nearly 
completed, a juror very suddenly died. 
At the third trial, some new testi- 
mony was. introduced. Mrs. Curtis 
testified that the revolver found in the 
sand was not her husband's, and that 
she gave him $240 the night of Grant's 
murder. The defense’s theory was 
that Grant’s murderer robbed Curtis. 
The treasurer of the Tivoli Theater, 


Joseph Holtz, on the other hand, 
identified the pistol found near 
Grant’s body as one which was 


brought to him a few days before 
Grant’s death by a theater employee. 
who saw it drop out of Curtis's pocket 
as he lay asleep on a lounge in the 
theater office. 

W. H. Leahy, a theater employee, 
testified that he picked up the pistol, 
which dropped out of Curtis's pocket, 
and gave it to Holtz. He identified 
the pistol found near Grant's body 
as the one he had picked up. 

This evidence was regarded as im- 
portant by the prosecution, as the 
strong point of Curtis's defense was 
that he never owned a black-handled 
pistol like the one found.

This was colored peo- 
ple’s day at the ‘World’s Fair. The 
weather was clear and bright.

The venerable Fred Douglass delivered 
an oration at Festival Hall, and Sister 
Iitta Jones, the biack Patti, sang de- 
lightfully.

Buffalo Bill's Wild West show paraded 
through the grounds for their benefit. 

In his address to the colored people, 
Frederick Douglass mildly scored the 
exposition management for having in 
a measure ignored the American negro. 
He said the people of the North yield- 
ed to the white prejudices of the South 
in excluding the negro from repre- 
sentation. He spoke rather bitterly of 
the treatment of the negro throughout 
the country in general, and said te 
would like to be able to say that the 
white man who murders a negro in 
any part of the country is as certainly 
brought to justice as if he had mur- 
dered a white man. But this he can- 
not say. ‘Amierica,”’ said Douglass, 
“does not allow her colored children to 
praise her.”’

NEAR THE END.

President Purrisdn’s last message and 
in President Cleveland's message to 
the extra session. 

Representative Marsh of Illinois op- 
posed the Wilson bill and favored free 
coinage. Representative Compton of 
Maryland spoke for unconditional re- 
peal, and Representative Money of Mis- 
sissippi against repeal. Representative 
Durborrow of Illinois favored repeal. 
He was followed by Representative 
Springer. 

The latter began with a review of 
the existing financial conditions, and 
set forth the duties which lay, of 
Congress to apply a remedy. He de- 
clared that the leading controlling 
causes of the present conditions of 
tariff legislation since the war were 
the demonetization ‘of silver in 187) 
and silver purchases under the author- 
ity of the Sherman act. The treasury 
rulings in regard to silver certificates 
issued for silver bullion purchased 
made them redeemable in gold, as this 
was the only way in which the govern- 
ment could make good its pledge to 
maintain the parity of gold and silver. 

Silver bullion, held as collateral for 
the redemption of silver certificates, 
added nothing to their face value. That 
value depended on. the pledge of the 
maintenance of parity with gold and 
the fact that certificates were full 
legal tender. The demonetization of 
silver in 1873 did not destroy silver as 
much as the Sherman act. In sixteen 
years from its passage silver de- 
preciated 24 4-10 per cent. In three 
years since the passage of the Sher- 
man act it had fallen 25 per cent. 
The President had called Congress in 
extra session for the sole purpose of 
repealing the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. Would Congress refuse 
to comply with this universal demand 
till an agreement had been made to 
do ‘something else 6n some other mat- 
ter? It was just as reasonable to de- 
mand that the tariff bill be included 
in the bill for the remonetization of 
silver in this country at the ratio of 
16 to 1. Would either bring the nation 
down to a gold standard or advance 
the price of silver bullion to the coin- 
age value of a silver dollar? 

If the former, it would result in a 
financial crisis, compared with which 
the present depression would be as a 
zephyr to a cyclone. The hundreds 
of millions of foreign capital invested 
in this country would be withdrawn, 
our credit destroyed, and this country 
would sink to the condition of México, 
India and China, and be thrown out 
of harmony with the great commercial 
powers which buy nearly $800,000,000 
worth of our products. There was no 
ground for the declaration that unless 
free coinage was incorporated in this 
measure silver would be deserted alike 
by Congress and the President. The 
President’s record was not such as to 
justify the belief that he will prove 
false to his pledges. The speaker be- 
lieved that the President and Senate 
alike would join in keeping their 
pledges to the people as to such mea- 
sure for the use of silver as will justify 
the expectations of the American pev- 
ple. 

Representative Sickles of New York 
spoke for unconditional repeal. The 
rules of the House were reported by 
Representative Catchings and, without 
being read, were ordered printed. 
Representative Taylor of Indiana spoke 
for bimetallism. Representative Breck- 
inridge of Arkansas referred to the 
existing stringency and alarm in the 
country, and said he would vote for 
repeal of the purchasing clause. Repre- 
sentative McRae believed that the 
parity of gold and silver could be 
maintained by judicious legislation, 
and attributed the present depression 
to the evils of the McKinley tariff 
law. 


Representative Dollivar advocated 
the Wilson bill. Under the present 
circumstances, he said, he would not 


dare to vote for any experiment such 
as is proposed in the Bland amend- 
ment, but he did not believe the Sher- 
man act was the cause of the trouble 
now prevalent. He assigned the cause 
of that trouble to the distrust in 
industrial minds that under Demo- 
cratic rule an industrial revolution 
was at hand. While he had little 
confidence in the remedy proposed, he 
was not willing to deprive the busi- 
ness community of such consolation as 
might come to it from the application 
of the faith cure. (Applause.) 

Representative Sipe favored repeal, 
and Representative Richardson of 
Tennessee advocated free coinage at 
any ratio. 

Mr. Simpson of Kansas asked unani- 
mous consent for the consideration of 
a resolution authorizing the Speaker 
to appoint a committee of five mem- 
bers to investigate the allegation that 
certain banks were not paying fheir 
checks, and to inquire into the con- 
duct of Secretary Carlisle and Comp- 
troller Eckels in the premises. The 
Speaker ruled that the resolution was 
not in order, and the House took a 
recess until 8 o'clock. 

At the evening session Representa- 
tive Herman of Oregon spoke against 
the Wilson bill and in favor of free 
coinage of silver, and Representative 
Branch of North Carolina followed in 
the same line. Representative Bynum 
of Indiana then took the floor and re- 
plied to Mr. Pence’s speech of yester- 
day. He said Mr. Pence had turned 
his back upon the Democratic party. 
not for the sake of getting ‘‘pie,’’ but 
for the purpose of eating crow. He 
quoted the speech made by Mr. Pence,, 
going back, as he charged, upon Dem- 
ocratic principles. 

The latter retorted that when he 
made those remarks he was as sober as 
a judge. 

Representative Bynum rose to a ques- 
tion’ of personal privilege, and ‘said 
that yesterday he jocularly made a re- 
mark which might have been con- 
strued as meaning that he had been 
entertained in a manner that unfitted 
him to make a speech, but Pence knew 
he was as sober as any man in Denver 


-on the night in question. 


Mr. Pence disclaimed any insinuation, 
and the incident ended. 

Representative McKeighan of WNe- 
braska and Representative Doolittle of 
Washington approved the Wilson bill. 
Representative Hulick of Ohio advo- 
cated bimetallism, and charged the 
present depression upon the Democratic 
party for its attitude on the tariff. 
Representative Wagner of Pennsylva- 
nia spoke in favor of repeal. 

The House, at 11 o'clock, adjourned.

PROVIDENCIA DITCH. 
The City Has a Right to Its Use—Ancient 
History.

The Nation’s Sentinels. 


It is interesting, not only to the 
journalist, but to all observing and 
thinking people, to read the ever-vary- 
ing comments of different newspapers 
upon topics of general discussion, 
molded as they are by opposing party 
sentiments, and made up from different 
political standpoints, and to watch the 
ever-varying trend of thought which 
finds expression and fullest freedom of 
utterance. There it nothing that more 
fully illustrates the absolute liberty of 
speech that obtains in this free republic 
of ours than the unhindered freedom of 
men and measures as related to public 
affairs. The public man is public prop- 
erty, and all his acts it is the privilege 


of the public to scan with the closest. 


scrutiny. In the American republic we 
have nothing to do with ‘the divinity 
that doth hedge about a king.” The 
higher the official position of men, and 
the greater the public trust reposed in 
them, the stronger is the search-light 
which liberty turns upon their actions 
and the motives which control them. 

_ The freedom of the press is a feature 
‘of the century in which we live. It was 
impossible to measure its power until it 
became a factor of our every-day life. 
When the daily newspaper came to 
stay, became as essential to the needs 
and requirements of the 


age as our 
daily food, then it was that civilization 
took its stand upon a new vantage 
ground, and men began to measure 


more fully the power and influence of 
deeds, and the danger of heedless ac- 
tion. Then it was that there was no 
such thing as a public servant perform- 
ing his official acts in a corner, for 
through the newspaper he was held up 
to the gaze of the whole world, and the 
stigma of wrong-doing or the approval 
of right action are measured out to him 
according to his merits. 

Thus there is no greater ally of lib- 
erty than the fearless and uncompro- 
mising newspaper of today, the paper 

<sthat is honest and outspoken in its 
sentiments, and that is not afraid of 


the coercion always attempted by those | 


whose acts. will not bear the light of, 


day. 
opposing conflict with such journals, 
and policy, if not principle, will restrain 
them from a course that will-not bear 
the calcium light of these argus-eyed 
sentinels of the public safety.

could be done more secretly, and a 
knowledge of it could be withheld for 
weeks from the anxious public. Mean- 
while, the nation’s watchdogs, the hon- 
est newspapers of today, will stand 
guard over the nation’s interests. 


Fruit-growers and Chinese Labor. 

Very few Californians will dispute 
the statement that it would be an ex- 
cellent thing for the State if white 
American labor could be generally sub- 
stituted for the Chinese labor which 
is now employed, and there are prob- 
ably very few American employers who 
would mot prefer their countrymen to 
Chinese, other things being equal. If 
one could arrive at an accurate esti- 
mate of the amount of money which is 
sent from this State to China every 
year it would astonish many people 
who have not given the subject much 
thought. Probably $10,000,000 would be 
an underestimate of the annual ship- 
ment of silver by Chinese in this State, 
which makes $250,000,000 that has gone 
out of California, never to return, dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years. This 
is a heavy drain for any community 
to stand, and constitutes undoubtedly 
one of the chief reasons why California 
has not, during the past quarter of a 
century, gone ahead with the rapidity 
of which her marvelous early growth 
gave promise 

As stated, there are few Americans 
who would not give the preference to 
white labor, could they be assured of 
getting their work done in a satisfac- 
tory manner, but there are cases when 
it. is impossible to suddenly substitute 
unskilled white labor for skilled Chi- 
nese labor at a moment's notice, and 
without any previous preparation, or 
a chance to teach white men their work. 
Yet it is in such a Manner that these 
changes are generally demanded dur- 
nig such agitation on the subject as 
the one which is now under progress. 
An instance occurred a few days ago 
at a fruit-packing house, south of the 
city. Several Chinese who had been 


‘imported from Sacramento to pack 


fresh pears, which is a delicate task, 
requiring skill and experience, were 
frightened away by a gang of white 
men. The packer hired white girls, 
and the first day seven of thesé girls 
managed to do the work of one Chi- 
naman. Of course, it is not doubted 
that these girls, within a moderate 
time, could do the work as well, and 
perhaps better, than the Chinamen, but 
the unreasonable part of the affair con- 
sists in expecting that these whole- 
salef changes should be made all in 
a moment. In this case the loss— 
should. there be any loss—would not 
fall on the packing firm, which works 
on commission, but upon the growers. 
The Madera Mercury has the follow- 
ing to say in regard to gathering the 
fruit crops. The article has particular 
reference to the raisin grape crop: 
‘As a plain matter of fact, there are 
no other industries in the State which 
can offer such good reasons for the 
employment of Chinamen as can be 
presented by the vineyardists and or- 
chardists. Much of the work done for 
such employers has to be done at a 
certain time. Large bodies of laborers 
are required for a few weeks, after 
which the forces are discharged for 
lack of occupation. It has been found 
practically impossible, in many’ in- 
stances, for employers to get white la- 
bor in sufficient quantity at exactly 
the right time, and in such circum- 
stances no reasonable man can com- 
plain because use is made of Chinamen, 
or of whatever other labor is at hand. To 
denounce such emplovers as ‘moral out- 
casts,” and to endeavor to influence 
public rage against them is the part 
either of the fool or of the knave.”’ 
While it is true that at the present 
time the growers of some crops which 
ripen all at once, and which are 
planted in large quantities within a 
limited area, are frequently forced to 
employ Chinese labor, we do not be- 
lieve that such will always necessarily 
be the case. Under such circum- 
stances, the cultivation of the raisin 
grape would be little better than the 
raising of wheat, as a means of build- 
ing up permanent communities and fur- 
thering the prosperity of the State. A 
section where large gangs of unmar- 
ried men come in for a few weeks 
eyery year, camp, and work fitfuly, 
and then disappear, is not~by—any 
means an ideal one. It is just this 
sort of life in the big Wheat fields of 
the upper part of the State which has 
caused those counties to retrograde 


during the past ten years, while the

We would suggest, as a good solu- 


tion of this problem, that in sections: 


like Fresno, Tulare, Kern, and other 
places where large areas are planted 
to one variety of crop, encouragement 
be offered to industrious white men to 
settie with their families on small 
tracts of from five to twenty acres, 
which they can, plant with some va- 
riety of fruit or other crop that ripens 
either earlier or later than the staple 
crop of the district, so that when the 
time comes to gather the main crop 
these men would be at liberty. They— 
assisted by a portion of their families— 
could do the picking. They could afford 
to work at a reasonable rate, because 
they would have no rent to pay, and 
would be in receipt of an income from 
their tracts of land, which should be 
sold to them on very easy terms. -This

The Chinese em- 
ployers say that ,the girls’ work is 
cheaper than that of their country- 
men; that they can employ girls at 
better terms, and that they do good 
work. This is certainly a remarkable 
development in the labor problem. 


The American Stage. 


We recently said something in these 
columns regarding the decadence of 
the stage. No less an authority than 
the dramatic critic of the Examiner 
holds the; same views, only he ex- 
presses them still more strongly. He 
says, in fact, that the American stage 
is little better than a colossal game of 
bunco. Here is his opinion: 


“The public pays to see good plays 
well acted, and the manager and 
actors cannot deliver the goods. What 
does the so-called first-class company 
consist of nowadays? A leading man, 
whose wardrobe is his chief stock in 
trade; a leading lady, who dresses in 
the very latest Parisian fashion and 
changes her frock, but not her per- 
sonality, in every play; a comedian, 
with some grotesque mannerism and 
little more, and a soubrette, with a 
shapely pair of legs and varied assort- 
ment of curly wigs and black under- 
wear. With these a modern manager 
does not hesitate to produce all sorts 
of plays, good plays, too, written by 
capable and talented men, and un- 
blushingly charges the public a dollar 
aplece to witness the performance. If 
it isn’t bunco, it is near enough for 
all purposes.” 


The news comes from San Diego that 
the English corporation known as the 
Lower California Development Company 
is about.to recommence active work in 
the development of the peninsula. A 
large flouring mill has been sent from 
London to San Quintin, and other im- 
portant improvements are to be made. 
While Lower California is largely made 
up of Territories, that is, at present— 
and much of which will probably al- 
ways remain—a forbidding desert, there 
are a number of large, beautiful and 
fertile valleys where crops of every de- 
scription may be grown.

TO OPEN ITS DOORS. 


The Riverside Banking Company Authorized 
. to Resume. 

The San Francisco Examiner of 
Thursday says: 

Atty.-Gen. Hart has decided that an- 
other of the banks that suspended at 
the beginning of the present money 
crisig) may resume business. 

Today he gives his decision on the 
Bank of Riverside, and as he finds that 
the bank’s available assets exceed its 
liabilities by nearly $84,000, he directs 
the Southern institution to reopen its 
doors.. 

“On examination of the bank's af- 
fairs,"” said Gen. Hart last night, “I 
find that it has first-rate assets—bank- 
able resources amounting to $529,- 
071.75. This is exclusive of all doubtful 
assets, accounts that cannot be real- 
ized on for a long time, and such 
things. Against the available resources 
there are liabilities amounting to $445,- 
803.96. A clear balance to the good of 
$83,767.79. 

“There is no law requiring any given 
amount of paid-up capital for such in- 
stitutions, and in view of the agreement 
with depositors made June 23 of this 
year, it is feasible for. the bank to re- 
sume business. I direct the bank to 
open its doors as soon as it can issue 
the time certificates under the agree- 
ment,”’ 

This agreement was to the effect that 
all depositors whose accounts amounted 
to less than $50 should be paid in full 
in- cash. The others—about 95 per 
cent.—receive time certificates, and are 
paid in one, two, three and four years, 
with interest at 4 per cent. 

The action of the Attorney-General 
will cause a great feeling of relief in 
the South. The Riverside was one of 
the first banks to go under when the 
hard times struck the Coast, and the 
first reports of the failure indicated 
that it was a very bad smashup in- 
deed. 

The Pacific Bank was the San Fran- 
cisco correspondent of the Riverside. It 
advanced about a quarter of a mil- 
lidfi every year to the Southern in- 
stitution. This money was advanced to 
the orchardists during the orange sea- 
son, and was spent by them in getting 
in the crop. When the product of the 
orange orchards was sold the farmers 
paid back their loans to the Riverside 
Bank, and that institution took up its 
overdraft with the Pacific Bank. That 
was the natural sequence of events. 
But the panic struck the Coast, and the 
orange men could not pay the River- 
side Bank. which, of course, could not 
square with the McDonald institution. 
The Pacific Bank was in difficulties, 
and conld not let the Riverside have the 
money to lend to the farmers, and 
the suspension followed, as a matter of 
course. 

According to. the figures in Gen. 
Hart's decision, the doubtful accounts 
in the Riverside Bank foot up $518,- 
689.20. The notes, etc., that make up 
this sum are not all worthless. A goed

SANTA FE WINS. 


Chamber of' Commerce 
Excursion. 


A ‘Long-continued Fight for 
Lower Rates. ° 


The Probable Disruption .of the 
Western Association. 


The Dried-fruit Rates Go into Effect—What 
the Santa Fe is Doing in Kansas— 
General, Local and Per- 

sonal Mention. 


The Chamber of Commerce excurgion 
to the World’s Fair is going to be a 
success after all. Another meeting of 
the Transportation Committee was held 
last evening at No. 220%, South Spring 
street. All the passenger agents were 


present, and made their little speechés, 2 


which had been made so oft before. 
Then the chairman of the meeting 
hinted for the withdrawal of railroad 
men and reporters, in order to go into 
executive session. As.a result of this 
secret meeting, it was decided that the 
Santa Fe should be the official route 
going, the route returning to be de- 
cided on later. The special train of 
Pullman palace cars will leave here 
September 4, at noon, and will make 
several stops before Chicago is reached, 
to accept the hospitality of cities along 
the route. Invitations have been re- 
ceived from the cities of Albuquerque, 
Denver, Wichita, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, with more places to hear from. 
Each member of the party will wear a 
special and handsome badge, designed 
by A. L. Bath, made of white satin 
ribbon attached to a-pin and yellow 
metal bar, bearing on its face ¢he 
words, “‘Chamber of Commerce.” T6 
this is attached a white satin ribbon 
showing an orange embroidered in green 
and gold, below which are the words, 
“Los Angeles, Cal.” A white metal 
pendant bar crosses the lower end of 
the ribbon, and will bear the initials of 
its owner. These badges, with all in- 
formation about tes and other mat- 
ters, can be obtained at the office of 
the secretary, C. E. Day, No. 121 South 
Broadway. 

As only members of the chamber. or 
members of their families, can be mem- 
bers of the excursion, a select party is 
assured. ° 

The «committee selected by the 
Chamber of Commerce to arrange for 
rates and routes for the excursion toe 
Chicago hava been doing energetic 
work. At an executive meeting 
Wednesday evening the committee re- 
solved that if the direct reads did not 
yield a point or two in regard to 
rates, the whole lot of + pasengers 
would go by the Candadian Pacific 
and snub the American lines entirely.

NOT ACCEPTED. 


Orders in the City Bank 
Case. 


The Receiver and Attorney Must 
Not Resign. 


Contested Securities to Be Delivered 
to Mr. Stewart. 


The Petition for Insolvency Granted—An- 
other Rather Sensational Comptaint ‘ 
Filed in the Case—The 
Young Jury. 


As intimated in The Times several 
days since, Receiver Brodtbeck of the 


City Bank and his attorney, F. W. Bur- 


nett, both tendered their respective 
resignations yesterday. The reason for 
the withdrawal of the officers was 
stated as being due to a report of dis- 
satisfaction among depositors and 
others relative to the management of 
the affairs of the suspended bank. 

Mr. Burnett took thé initiative yes- 
terday snorning when Judge Shaw 
mounted the bench for the purpose of 
hearing the various petitions which 
come under the general title of Miller 
vs. the City Bank, by saying: “If the 
court please, before this matter is gone 
into, I have a personal matter to call 
to the attention of the court, and it is 
this: I desire, at this time, if the 
court please, to state that I have with- 
drawn from my connection as attorney 
for the receiver of the City Bank, and 
very briefly to state my reasons for- 
such action. At the time of the failure 
of the bank, I, in common with others, 
supposed it was due to the prevailing 
crisis which caused the closing of so 
many perfectly solvent banks. With 
this idea, I assisted in procuring the ap- 

ointment of a receiver. As is well 

nown 4o those conversant with equity 

practice, a court of equity always 
stands ready to take charge of a fund 
in which many are interested, when 
sufficient reason is shown. In most 
cases, this is done at the instance of 
the corporation itself, or of those in 
charge of the fund. When the fund is 
once in court, it is then administered, 
of course, without regard to the fact 
that the corporation instigated the pro- 
ceeding. As I said, I, as well as the 
receiver, entered upon this proceeding 
with the idea that there was sufficient 
property to pay at least all’ depositors 
in full. The officers of the bank have 
insisted that this was so, and, perhaps, 
still so insist. When, in the judgment 
of the receiver, it appeared that the 
bank was hopelessly insolvent and that 
some of its leading officers were heavily 
indebted to it, the situation entirely 
changed. It becamé a hostile instead 
of a friendly proceeding, so far as the 
bank officials were concerned. In per- 
forming what I conceived to be my 
duty, I incurred their hostility, or that 
of some of them. I think, Your Honor 
will bear me out in saying that I have 
striven to protect the creditors at large, 
as has also the receiver, and yet I 
learn that some of them are dissatis- 
fied. The task of trying to recover 
something from this tangled wreck is, 
at the best, not a pleasant one, but 
when it is attended by: criticism and 
abuse wholly unjustified, its penform- 
ance becomes so disagreeable that I 
have resolved to withdraw and leave it, 
I hope, to more competent hands. I 
desire the permission of the court that 
I may withdraw from the attorney- 
ship.”’ 

rf M. Stephens, Esq., then addressed 
the court as follows: 

“If Your Honor please, Mr. Brodt- 
beck, who was appointed as receiver 
in this case, his attorney having with- 
drawn from the case, desires also to 
present his resignation as receiver. I 
personally regret this conjunction of: 
affairs, because.I represent a . stock- 
holder in this bank who is interested in 
seeing the assets of the bank properly 
administered and honestly applied to 
the satisfaction of claims. From my 
snowledge of the business affairs, gath- 
ered in a general way from the busi- 
ness affairs of the principal members 
of that bank, I am satisfied that Mr. 
Brodtbeck and his attorney have, with 
scrupulous fidelity, acted at every step 
fn this proceeding in the interests of 
the creditors. I believe that it is a 
misfortune to this estate that a man 
with so much business ability, and 
with so much fidelity as Mr. Brodt- 
beck has shown should resign. But he 
feels a good deal as his attorney does, 
that he does not wish to be subjected 
to criticism. He does not care to rep- 
resent people who do not want him 
to represent them. Some of the cred- 
itors, I think in ignorance of the truth 
in this matter, have criticised both the 
attorney and the receiver. I think 
those criticisms are wholly unjust and 
unfounded in «the facts. I believe that 
the receiver has succeeded in getting 
into his possession everything of 
value that the principal officers of that 
bank possessed. And he is ready now 
to turn over his receivership to Your 
Honor, and allow a suceessor to be ap- 
pointed; and, in that view, after con- 
sultation with the gentlemen repre- 
senting this petitioner, it may be 
deemeed advisable to postpone this ap- 
plication for adjudication until a later 
period, in order to see if we cannot 
agree upon some person who will be ac- 
ceptable all around, acceptable to Your 
Honor and acceptable to the creditors, 
and who will manage this estate and 
take Mr. Brodtbeck’s position as re- 
ceiver, and possibly abandon the in- 
solvency proceedings.”’ 

M. T. Allen, Esq., who, with J. T. 
Jones, Esq., appeared as attorney for 
certain depositors, then offered the fal- 
lowing remarks in explanation of the 
report in regard to the receiver and his 
counsel: 

“If the’court please, I desire to make 
just one statement, and I am pardoned 
for making it. That is, that in this 
application for adjudication of insolv- 
ency and in what has been done in 
this matter, I desire personally to say 
to the court and Mr. Brodtbeck and to 
Mr. Burnett that it has not been a 
matter personal with them. I hare 
heretofore said in another departmen‘, 
and I desire to repeat, there is no re- 
flection upon the personal integrity of 
either gentleman. It is a "question of 
policy’ and of the best thing to do 
which has been the moving idea in 
this matter.” 

To which Mr. Jones added: 

“And being associated with Mr, Allen 
and representing, as the court knows, 
possibly a large majority of the cred- 
itors that were in position to take any 
advantage of these proceedings at all, 
I think I made the same statement’ 
before His Honor Judge McKinley. 
It is not the personal integrity of 
either one of these gentlémen we seek 
to assail in any way. It is simply the 
condition, and what we conceive the 
best policy and best interests of.the 


_ people -interested that we are seekinz- 


to subserve.”” 

The court then said: 

“T will hear the motion of Mr. Stew- 
art today. You needn't discuss that 
any longer. I will not entertain any 
motion for a continuance of that mat- 


“If Your Honor please,’ again began 
Mr. Stephens, “‘the receiver's attorney 
having withdrawn——”’ 

“Well,” interrupted Judge Shaw, “I 
have not yet accepted the resignation 
of either the receiver or the attorney, 
and I will now state I decline to ac- 
cept the resignation of either ‘one of 
them. There have been some hints 
of ‘criticism upon the action of these 
gent’emen, a’ of which, I am very 
Sur., is withvut any foundation; anid, 
if it were n@t for the fact that the de- 
positors in this bank are subjects for 
sympathy, it weuld be without any 
excare. But we can all see that man 


who have had faith in an institution CC the singular methods practiced by 


of that kind, and had it suddenly rup- 
tured, as this has been, are excusable 
for almost any statements they make 
in the haste of the moment. I have 
had very full knowledge of all the 
proceedings that have been had by’ the 
receiver and by his attorney since they 
were appointed, and I am very sure 
that the depositors are all of them very 
fortunate in having their interests in 
the hands they have been in. Instead 
of criticism these gentlemen should 
have received praise; and, if the de- 
positors had taken the pains to ex- 
amine and see what has been done, 
they would undoubtedly have given 
it. But, of course, under the circum- 
stances they took report facts and 
insinuations for truth, and acted upon 
them in a manner without taking the 
trouble to verify them. The matter, 
it seems to me, is now in a condition 
where the services of both of these 
gentlemen will be necessary for a 
while at any rate, to get the matter in 
shape so they can resign and turn it 
over to somebody else if they see fit.’ 
Both of them have the utmost confi- 
dence of the court, and they have acted 
I am sure, all the way through, for 
the interests of the depositors and 
general creditors of the bank, and I 
don’t think I should allow either of 
them to now retire, at least until 
some proceedings now under way have 
been disposed of and matters are in 
better shape for their retirement from 
the management of the affairs. As 
far as the court is concerned, I see 
no reason why they should not con- 
tinue. There is none so far as their 
ability and character is concerned. It 
is possible that the estate could be ad- 
ministered better by an assignee in 
insolvency. It may be that the law 
would give the assignee some advan- 
tages a receiver would «not have. I 
have considered that matter, and that 
I wy is one thing that counsel 
want to determine and consider. I 
suppose that all are anxious to have 
the estate administered in the best 
possible way.”’ 

Mr. Burnett replied: 

“While I am gratified at the posi- 
tion the court has taken in this mat- 
ter, I will have to insist on personal 
grounds upon being permitted to with- 
draw from this proceeding. There 
are quite a number of legal gentlemen 
in this city much more competent, I 
think, than I am to take charge of 
this matter, and I do not see how the 
interests of the estate can suffer by a 
transfer, providing it is not done too 
suddenly, and to the injury of any 
particular matter that is pending, such 
as this now before Your Honor. I 
shall take care of that today, the best 
I can, but in a few days’ time all these 
matters can be turned over to some 
other counsel, who can be informed 
of the facts as fully as I know them. 
And for personal reasons, which I do 
not care to go into in full, I wish that 
I might be relieved of this onerous 
duty as soon as practicable.”’ 

Here the matter of the resignation 
of Messrs. Brodtbeck and Burnett was 
dropped, and atention turned to the 
hearing on’ the first petition. This 
was the one filed by Holz and others 
asking to have the bank declared an 
insolvent debtor, and that an  as- 
signee be appointed to take charge of 
its assets. There was some little argu- 
ment on the question, it all ending by 
the court deciding to allow the peti- 
tion without present limitations. 

The usual recess was then taken un- 
til afternoon. 

THE STEWART PETITION. 

When court convened at 2 o'clock, 
hearing was resumed, the petition of 
George H.- Stewart to have those cer- 
tain securities once placed in his pos- 
session and afterward, by order of the 
court, turned over to the receiver, 
transferred back to him as trustee, be- 
ing first taken up. It will be remem- 
bered that the claim has all along been 
set up that those particular $32,000 se- 
curities were to be held in trust in 
order to insure the County Treasurer 
from loss by reason of the money de- 
posited by him with the City Bank, and 
which had been dissipated or mingled 
with the general cash on hand. 

As a witness in behalf of the peti- 
tioner, H. W. Hellman first took the 
stand. He said that he was present at 
a meeting of the clearing-house on the 
morning previous to the closing of the 
doors of the City Bank. “Mr. Childress 
had presented an application for assist- 
ance,”’ he related, “and I was one of 
those appointed to examine the assets 
of the bank. Upon the result of this 
examination, the application was re- 
jected.”” Mr. Hellman denied that he 
understood that the clearing-house had 
agreed to stand between the county 
and the bank in view of certain securi- 
ties being turned over. The securities 
offered by Mr. Childress were merely to 
gain assistance from the clearing-house 
banks. 

John E. Plater stated that he was a 
member of the special committee ap- 
pointed to examine the securities of- 
fered by the City Bank in negotiating 
for the loan of $25,000. He detailed 
about the same particulars of the trana- 
action as Mr. Hellman had before him. 

Deputy County Treasurer J. M. Tier- 
nan was called to testify as to an un- 
important connection of the Treasurer's 
office to certain propositions, and : 
Grande Betts then took the witness- 
chair. Mr. Betts was shown the min- 
ute-book used in which to record the 
proceedings of the directors of the 


defunct bank, and asked if the entry 


stating that certain securities were or- 
dered set aside to protect the county 
funds deposited, was authentic, and he 
said that it was. 

Shortly after this, argument was be- 
gun by Mr. Gardiner. He advanced 
the idea that the securities placed in 
the keeping of Mr. Stewart should have 
been left in the latter’s custody and not 
put into the hands of the receiver. 
Stewart occupied-the position of trustee 
and therefore was entitled to hold the 
papers. ; 

‘To this, Mr. Burnett replied by quot- 
ing several authorities and urging that 
it seemed very unreasonable that Mr. 
Brodtbeck should not be better quali- 
fied to care for the securities than Mr. 
Stewart, for the former was under bond 
and the latter was not. ‘On the gen- 
eral proposition, he thought it more 
consistent with right and justice to 
leave the documents where they were. 

?. S. Chapman closed the argument 
for the petitioner, in a brief ume of 
the case, and at 4:15 o’clock the mat- 
ter was'submitted to the court for de- 
cision. 

Judge Shaw made a few remarks 
touching the merits of the respective 
claims. He said that the only serious 
objection to Mr. Stewart's acting, or be- 
ing considered as trustee, was that he 
had been so denominated by the direct- 
ors of the City Bank, and these direct- 
ors were also securities on the bond. of 
the County Treasurer. It was ques- 
tionable whether or not, under the cir- 
cumstances, they themselves being per- 
sonally liable on such bond, could 
transfer or set aside securities for the 
benefit of a certain fund, and thus re- 
lieve themselves at the possible expense 
of depositors and stockholders. How- 
ever, the securities might be returned 
to the custody of Mr. Stewart without 
prejudice, and the order was made ac- 
cordingly. 

In the entering of this order it is 
plainly understood that the preferred 
right to have the securities applied to 
the discharge of the bank's indebted- 
ness to the County Treasurer is. by 
no means established. - 

At present all of the orders made 
have been conditional to a greater or 


j less extent, and susceptible ‘of further 
as-- 


change and variation. While an 
signee will probably be appointed, the 
doubt is expressed as to whether or 
not the entire property now in the 
hands of the receiver will be turned 
oyer to such an officer.

“This indenture, made the 34 day 
of June, 1891, between W. T. Childress 
and A. D. Childress of Los Angeles 
city and county, parties of the first 
part, and Pacific Investment Company, 
party of the second part. Witnesseth, 
that the said parties of the first part 
for and in consideration of the sum 
of $10, the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged, have granted, bargain- 
ed and sold, conveyed and confirmed, 
and by these presents do grant, bar- 
gain and sell, convey and confirm un:o 
the said party of the second part and 
to the successors and assigns forever, 
all of those certain lots, pieces or par- 
cels of land situate, lying and beinz 
in the city and county of Los Angeles. 
(Here follows a description of the lots 
enumerated.) 

The plaintiff alleged that at the time 
the deeds were made A. D. and W. T. 
Childress were the sole stockholders 
in the investment company. That the 
said Pacific Investment Company, tne 
grantee named in the deeds was a 
corporation organized by A. D. and W. 
T. Childress with a capital stock of 
500 shares, which, at the dates when 
the pretended deeds were made, was 
owned and held by the following pe-- 
sons in the proportions set opposite 
their respective names: W. T. Child- 
ress, 250 shares: A. D. Childress, 244 
shares; T. E. Gibbon, two shares; W. 
Y. White, one share; D. C. Stone, one 
share; Le Grande Betts, one share; 
N. D. Coleman, one share. 

That the plaintiff was informed and 
believed D. C. Stone, N. D. Coleman, 
T. E. Gibbon, W. Y. White and Le 
Grande Betts were not bona fide 
Stockholders or directors in the cor- 
poration, and had no interest therein, 
but were only nominal stockholders 
and directors for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the plans and subserving tne 
individual interests of A. D. and W. T. 
Childress, and had no interest in the 
management or control of the affairs 
of said corporation, except as imple- 
ments of the wills of said defendants 
Childress, and on the same ground 
the plaintiff alleged that Le Grande 
Betts, while acting nominally as direc- 
tor and secretary of the corporation, 
was in reality subservient to the direc- 
tions of said A. D. and W. T. Childress, 
entirely governed and controlled by 
them for the accomplishment of their 
individual purposes. Further, that the 
real, property described in the deeds 
comprised and included all the assets 
and property of value owned and held 
by the defendants Childress, and that 
at the time of the attempted execu- 
tion of pretended deeds, in addition to 
the debt owed to plaintiff as assigned 
by the San Francisco bank, the de- 
fendants were largely indebted to var- 
ious persons: and firms, and that the 
defendants at the time were insolv- 
ent and unable to pay their debts. 

Further, that the pretended deeds 
were executed to the Pacific Invest- 
ment Company, wholly without con- 
sideration; that the defencants, Chil- 
dfess, were at the time of the pre- 
tended conveyances and ever since 
have been the sole stockholders in the 
corporation having an interest therein. 

Furthe , that the plaintiff was in- 
formed and believed that there was a 
secret agreement or understanding be- 
tween the defendants, Childress, as 
individuals and the corporation repre- 
sented by Childress and Betts, con- 
stituting its president, secretary and 
majority of the board of directors, by 
which it was agreed that the pre- 
tended deeds should be executed and 
not recorded, and should be con- 
cealed from the creditors 6f A. D. 
and W. T. Childress, and retained by 
the former or by Betts subject to 
Childress’ control,* and that in case 
any creditor of the defendants, Chil- 
dress, should cause an attachment to 
be levied upon any of the real prop- 
erty that the pretended deeds should 
be produced for the purpose of de- 
feating such creditor and preventing 
the collection of his debt; and that 
pursuant to such secret understanding 
or agreement, it was further alleged, 
on belief, that the deeds were never 
in good faith delivered by defendants, 
Childress, to the corporation, but that 
such delivery as was had, was fraudu- 
lent and collusive, and subject to the 
terms of the secret agreement, and 
that the deeds were not recorded until 
July 22, 1893, after the levy of plain- 
tiff’'s attachment on the property, and 
that the plaintiff or his assignor had 
no motive or knowledge of such deeds 
until the same were recorded. ® 

Further, that the deeds were- made 
for the purpose of defrauding the 


plaintiff's assignor and other creditors / 


of the defendants, Childress, to pre- 
vent the collection of debts. 

The complaint goes on to state that 
after the deeds were recorded the 
plaintiff began a suit against the two 
defendants named and upon the in- 
debtedness caused a writ of attach- 
ment to be levied upon the property 
named in the deeds, and that later the 
defendant, the Pacific Investmpnt 
Company, pretended to reconvey the 
property to Otto Brodtbeck as _ re- 
ceiver of the City Bank, for the bene- 
fit of the creditors. of that institution. 

On August 12 judgment = was ob- 
tained by Moffitt against A. D. and 
W. T. Childress for the sum of $20,- 
296.48 with costs, and an execution 
was issued. The execution was re- 
turned unsatisfied, as there was then 
no property to satisfy the same. 

The prayer of the complaint was 
that by decree of court the deeds men- 
tioned be declared fraudulent and set 
aside and that the judgment be satis- 
fied out of the proceeds of such prop- 
erty on the grounds that the pretended 
transfers were without effect and 
therefore null and void. a

SAN BERNARDINO. 


John Hall Acquitted of Breaking 
a Toll-gate. 


Much Interest Taken in the Case—More 
About the John Boyd Estate—Red- 
lands Legislating Against 
Wheelmen.

Crops and Markets. 

The latest weather crop bulletin of 
the Southern California weather service 
reports th mornings prevailed 
in the districts and in the west- 
ern: portion of the interior districts; 
these fogs continued until the late 
afternoon, when they were followed by 
warm sunny afternoons. The tempera- 
ture showed a decided deficiency every 
day during the week, owing to the 
prevalence of cool, westerly, fog-bear- 
ing winds. Fruit-drying was some- 
what rétarded in the coast districts, 
elsewhere no material ill-effect was ex- 
perienced from the damp atmosphere. 
Crops are growing finely, and are gen- 
erally of excellent quality, but the con- 
tinuance of low prices is discouraging 
to growers. Grain is being stored by 
those who can afford to hold, as the 
price offered scarcely pays for the 
raising. 

There has beénh no improvement in 


the grain market, and everybody who 


can afford to do_so is holding his crop 


» for better prices. 


The same is true in regarg. to hay, 
which can be purchased in ge quan- 
tities at from $5.50 to $6. Parties here 
are still figuring on shipping hay to 
England. There is apparently a big 
margin of profit in such a transaction, 
“but it requires considerable money to

cents; prunes, 75 cents to $1.10. 

Kansas City—Pears, $1.35 to $1.50; 
grapes, half crates.(in bad order.) 30 to 
50 cents. 

Minneapolis—Tokay grapes, half 
crates, $1.25 to $1.40; Muscat grapes, 
half crates, 75 cents to $1.25; pears, 


$1.20 to $1.30; peaches, 65 to 85 cents; 


prunes, 75 cents to $1.05; 
90 cents. 

At $1.20 per box for pears, the grower 
would come out about 65 cents in debt. 
On the 16th, E. L. Goodsell sold at New 
York, for account of’ the National Fruit 
Association, 400 boxes of Bartlett pears, 
which brought from $2.10 to $2.30, at 
which price there is a good margin of 
profit for the grower. On the whole, 
however, the grower cannot do better 
than to dry his fruit. 

There is altogether too much see-saw 
in the markets of this Coast, and grow- 
ers are hoping for the day when prices 
vill be established on a firmer basis. 
For instance, two years ago almost 
everybody who had apricots shipped 
them green. In consequence, there was 
a@ great scarcity of dried apricots, and 
prices went as high as 19 cents a pound. 
Next year, of course, everybody shipped 
dried apricots, and the b@ttom fell out 
of the market. 

Talk in the orange market is chiefly 
confined to the question of marketing 
next year’s crop, which, as previously 
Stated, will be a short one for seedlings 
and fairly good fur budded varieties. 
A large proportion of the growers 
have joined, or agreed to join, the asso- 
ciation, although there are a few sec- 
tions where the growers are holding 
back. It should be remembered that in 
this association the chain will only be

. @s strong as its weakest link. All the 


orange-growers should come in and give 
‘the new system a full and fair trial. 

Sweet potatoes are wanted in the 
East, and $1 to $1.25, f.o.b., 
in Los Angeles. The sweet potato 
raised here:is rather small for the East- 
ern taste. They will grow larger if 
left longer in the ground. Some Irish 
potatoes have been shipped, the grow- 
ers getting 40 ‘cents, f.o.b., in which 
price there is no profit, as it costs about 
35 cents to produce them. There-is a 
fair demand for yellow onions at 65 
cents, f.o.b. 

An orange-grower calls attention to 

the great importance of properly fer- 
tilizing and carefully picking and hand- 
ling oranges. Several growers who have 
attended to this matter have realized 
good prices for their crop, even during 
the past disastrous season. There is 
too much unskilled labor used in gath- 
ering the orange crop, and in conse- 
quence much of the fruit arrives in a 
more or less damaged condition. In 
connection witb this question of ship- 
ping fruit, attention is drawn to the 
opinion of an Eastern buyer, which is 
reprinted on this page. Now that our 
fruit crep is becoming so large, it is 
absolutely necessary that growers 
should carefully study the art of prop- 
erly picking, packing and _ shipping 
the crop. 
' The prune crop of the Santa Clara 
Valley is estimated at 27,000,000 pounds 
dried, which is 50 per cent. larger than 
last year’s crop. 

The outlook for walnuts is iniproving. 
Buyers’ are offering 5% cents per 
pound, and the price is expected to 
soon reach 6 cents. This is for hard- 
shells; soft shells will be worth 1 cent 
per pound more. : 


Some lessons of the Fair. 

At a recent meeting of the State 
Horticultural Society, Prof. Allen, who 
Was connected with the Santa Clara 
county exhibit at the fair, gave his im- 
pressions ‘of the fruit display at the 
fair and the’ lessons -which it teaches. 
He says that the lessons for Califor- 
nians yet to learn are those relating to 
producing the best fruit and then plac-

tractive manner. He cited examples of 
Italian packing of oranges that had 
been put up four or five months before 
opening for judgment at the fair; which 
came out of the boxes in perfect condi-

“It was a grand display. 
fruit was very fine in color,

'gmutty orange in the whole building, 
' most of them had a very deep color, 


especially those from Redlands. All 
the bloods were very highly colored, 
both outside and in. I have never 
seen them so much so here. The show 
of lemons was perfectly magnificent. 
I do not think it could be beaten in 
the world. They were all unifSrm in 
size and all of such a rich lemon color. 
All had been subjected to the curing 
process which is generally practiced 
there.”’ 

In regard to the fruit. he finds.that 
the rind is generally thicker’ and 
coarser than in Florida. This, of 
course, is an advantage in shipping or- 
anges. The greater acidity in the 
California fruit he attributes to the 
fact that the trees have not received 
the proper food. 

It seems that some of the Florida 
people have an idea nhursery 
stock cannot be successfully raised in 
California. They probably obtained 
that idea from the large number of 
young Florida trees which are im- 
ported to California. Mr. Pierce cor- 
rects this impression in the following 
manner: ; 

“We have been told that they could 
not grow nursery stock  there—else 
why should they come here for trees. 
I found nursery stock grown there, 
everywhere. Door yards and _ fence 
corners, were full, besides nurseries 
of twenty to thirty acres. You can 
hardly look in any direction without 
seeing nurseries. There would seem 
to be enough to supply the world, 
and a very large percentage of them 
were as fine as I ever saw. They will 
have no more occasion to come to 
Florida after trees.”

The Battle of the Bugs. 

The dispute over the facts in regard 
to the steel-blue ladybird has not dimin- 
ished in the least during the past week, 
but, on the contrary, has rather in- 
creased. 

It will be remembered that a short 


time ago, at the request of certain 
fruit-growers, who did not seem to 


have much confidence in Prof. Coquil- 
lett, the Board of Supervisors appointed 
a man to take charge of the colony of 
ladybirds in the Kercheval orchard. 


supervisors that he is authorized to 
relieve the county of the expense of 
employing the guard, and that until 
further notice such expense will be 
borne by the division of entomology. 
There has been altogether too much 
acrimony displayed in this discussion, 
which threatens to become simply a 


quarrel between individuals, with 
which the fruit-growers, as fruit- 
growers, have nothing to do.

in regard to this much-disputed ques- 
tion.

The supervisors have become thor- 
oughly arouged to this question of con- 
stant strife between the Northern and 
Southern horticulturists, and have very 
properly announced their intention of 
getting’ to the bottom of the whole af- 
fair, if it is possible to do sa Let us 
have the facts, no matter whose bugs 
are hurt. 


Orange-fed Pork. 

It was suggested a few weeks ago 
in these columns that orange-fed pork 
might be a good addition to our 
products, and would, in time, be as 
much sought after as Southern Cali- 
fornia white sage honey. We learn 
| that several orange-growers in the San 
Gabriel Valley are feeding their cull 
oranges to hogs, and with good re- 
sults. At first the animals do not ap- 
pear .to thrive on the food, but they 
soon begin to pick .up and put on 
flesh. Southern California orange-fed 
pork hams may yet become a recog- 
nized delicacy in the leading grocery 
stores of the country. Who says 
there is any danger of over-production 
in this section? If we can't sell or- 
anges fresh. we will market them in 
the shape of marmalade, or orange 
cordial, or vinegar, or pork. But then, 
it is not likely that we shall ever have 


to utilize really fine fruit. in this 
manner. 


Fruit Evaporators. 

A correspondent at Norwalk, refer- 
ring to a statement—in last Saturday's 
Times to the effect that no permanently 
successful evaporator had fet been 
found, expressed surprise, and asks 
what are the best makes of machines, 
also where and by whom they are man- 
ufactured. Of course, all the makers 
of these machines claim that their par- 
ticular variety is the best, but so far 
as we have been able to ascertain from 
growers, no machine-has yet been in-. 
vented which gives complete satisfac- 
tion., Had such a maehine been found, 
fruit-growers in this section would not 
so generally dry their fruit inthe sun. 
which process is attended with many 
drawbacks. 


By-products. 

The factory of Baruch & Woodbridge 
on Macy street, near the river, is an fn- 
teresting place to visit. These gentle- 
men are engaged in building up a most 
valuable home industry, which has 
hitherto been sadly neglected in this 
section, namely, the manufacture of by- 
products of the citrus fruits. At this 
factory, no less than twenty-two arti- 
cles are manufactured from oranges 
and lemons, not counting marmalade 
and crystallized fruits. Castor and 
Olive oils are also made, and fertilizers 
are manufactured from the hulls of the 
castor bein, from bones and a number 
of other materials. When our citrus 
crops can be transformed into products 
that can be kept for years and shipped 
all over the world, the growers will be 
less at the mercy of the market. 


Our Fruits in Europe. 

It is announced from Washington 
that Secretary Morton has almost made 
up his mind to enlarge the field of 
operations of Special Agent Murphy, 
who has been in Europe introducing our 
corn products as articles of food. If 
this is done, it is believed that Cali- 
fornia wines and frui@@ can be success- 
fully brought to the attention of Eu- 
ropean corsumers. Our fruit-growers 
are beginning to appreciate the neces- 
sity for an enlargement of the markets. 
Hitherto we have confined all our en- 
ergies to the question of increasing the 
output; henceforth, we must pay more 
attention to the subject of finding a 
profitable market for the crop. ® 


Mediterranean Oranges. 

The orange-growers of the Mediter- 
ranean region are beginning to rec- 
ognize that they must give up the 
American market, and, perhaps, even 
encounter American rivalry in Euro- 
pean markets. In Spain the orange- 
growing industry is being abandoned 
as a fruit that cannot be raised in 
competition with Sicily. If Congress 
will only furnish protection to the in- 
dustry for a few years longer we shall 
be able to drive out the imported 
product.

Freesia Growing for Profit. 

In Southern California seed and bulb 
growing for profit is fast becoming 
more and more ofa permanent indus- 
try, and although a great variety of 
products can be grown, still specialties 
will prevail, y* it isnatural that each

country should grow that product which 
it can produce most economically and 
cheaper than any other country. 
As early as in 1882 Peter Henderson 
wrote that he wascerfain that before 
fifty years California would be the 
great seed and bulb-growing country of 
the world, and from the progress al- 
ready made it seems as if his prophecy 
was sure to be realized. Among the 
bulbs at present most profitably grown 
is the freesia, a most fashionable and 
sweet little flower, for which there is a 
great anda very rapidly-growing de- 
mand throughout the United States, 
and, im fact, throughout the world. It 
blossoms in midwinter, when figwers 
are scarce, and from its inexpensive- 
ness is within the reach of every one. 
The world’s supply of these bulbs comes 
chiefly from France and Bermuda, and 
a few from California, but there is no

A sma'ispace devoted 
to their culture, and attended to care- 
fully at odd times, will bring in a 
greater return than can be realized 
from four times the space planted in 
anything else, and will add consider 
ably to the income of the family. One 
thousand square fect. carefully planted 
and properly attended, will surely pro- 
duce saleable bulbs to the value of 
$100, besides a quantity of seed and 
small bulbs for another year's planting. 
The cost of seed and bulblets at the 
start is inconsiderabic, considering the 
return, and will not deter any one in 
earnest from engayiiv. in the business. 
Directions for pian'ing are as follows. 
as gained by my experience: Plant the’ 
seed thinly, sO that each “individual 
seed ample room to grow, in 
rows eight inches wide andeight inches 
apart, to ecomomive space, about two 
inches deep, an! bulblets somewhat 
deeper. This gives larger bulbs, and is 
asure protection against freezing in 
case of asevere cold snap, when the 
ground might freeze When planted, 
commence to wee! early and often, 
and continue todo so until the plants 
are done blossomin,, giving an abund- 
ance of Watéfand a top dressing of 
very fine cow manure. A very rich soil 
will produce larger buibs, hence it will 
pay toenrich the soi! before planting 
with well-rotted manure.

Where the 
rights of these inventcrs are resisted, 
suit will be brought to recover profits, 

benefits and damages. but no unneces- 
sary delay will be permitted on our 
part. The suits brought will be con- 
ducted toa conclusion as expeditiously 
asthe practice and business of the 
courts will permit. 

Under the protection of his license 
Mr. Smtth perhaps feels that he can 
afford to contribute a few doilars in en- 
couraging others totake the risks of 
contesting the rights of inventors, and, 
through the mazes and vexations ofthe 
law, delay or defeat a recognition of 
that reward to whic! he has admitted 
them to be entitled

Now about one hundred 
thousand are fattened on this food 
every year. 


Causes of Cough. 

(Exchange:) A harsh, dry cough ina 
cow or ox is not always an indication of 
tubercolosis. Musty or smoky hay, 
heated grain, poorly ventilated sta- 
bles, or exposure to drafts of cold 
air may cause it, or even indiges- 
tion of food. Not every cow or every 
person who coughs has consumption, 
but it is possible that a long continued 
cough arising from other causes may so 
irritate the bronchial tubes as to be 
be communicated to the lungs. when 
tubercolosis may result or the system 
become predisposed to it so as to be 
easily affected by it. 


Live Stoek Notes. 

Experiments by Prof. Henry show 
that if a pig weighing 100 pounds is 
fed one anda half pounds of grain he 
will just hold his own and gain nothing 
in weight, but if fed foir and a half 
pounds he will take on about one pound 
per day additional weight. i 

It is said that there isa greater pro- 
portion of cattle lost by exposure dur- 
ing the winter in: Louisiana than in any 
other State. It is not because of cold 
weather, for they do not have it, but of 
lack of proper protection against the 
storms and such cool, damp weather as 
may come, with possibly a lack of care 
in other ways.

Twenty acres of Scotch Angus 
oats sowed with 20 bushels of 
seed yieided over 76 measured bush- 
els of oats, weighing.45 pounds to the 
bushel, or over LUU bushels to the acre 
‘by weight, and a few years ago one 
bushel of Clydesdale oats to the acre 
gave 45 bushe's by measure, weighing 
nearivy 50 pounds to the bushel, al- 
though the average oat cropin that sec- 
tion is 12 or 15 bushels per acre, of 24 
or 25 pounds weight to the bushel, 
when 2',; or 3 bushels of seed is sown. 
A bushel of good seed wheat contains 
600,000 grains, which would,. on an 
acre, give nearly 15 plants to the 
square foot, even if they did not stool 
out at all. 

Prof. Wilson in Farm Crops says: ° “I 
proved by practice of many years on a 
farm of 2000 acres that heavier and 
finer crops of wheat are to be grown 
from one bushelcf seed than from a 
greater quantity, and farmers are worse 
than throwing away an amount of seed 
equal toaloss of millions per annum. 
And I show that a bushel of seed pro- 
duces more plants than the space of 
ground will permit to mature.”’

$2000 behind, and there is not a mem- 
ber of the team who does not owe for 
board or something, and not one has a 
cent. We are all away from bome, and 
have the prospects of a long, hard win- 
ter before us.
